"It In practically apparent to all of 
Uh th a t we whall never have real and 
pet ma neat prosperity for the whol 
conn fry nor for the g reater part of 
It ho long uh any large and vitally 
important section of its productive 
Industry Is tillable to prosper," .Mr 
Coolidge said in part. 
"T he plight of the farmer* In re 
cent years hun been and will continue 
until we find means of relieving agri 
culture, a menace to the prosperity of 
every other element of the commun 
ity." 
Mort* th an TOO delegates are here 
from all parts of the country. 
The convention was called by tho 
Illinois M anufacturers association. 
A griculture must he placed on a 
more stable basis and this can be at 
comp!(shed by intelligent legislation 
L. J. Dickinson, congressman from 
Iowa, told the convention. 
Dickinson said he hoped 
to 
set 
congress enact the Wallace scheme 
for control of wheat exports. 
"T h is with the protection of the 
tariff rate against imports and ton- 
trolling the prices and the supply of 
wheat 
within certain 
well 
defined 
limits," he said. 
This proposal is also self-financing 
by assessment on wheat locally con­ 
sumed.

INSISTED HIS W IFE KILLED HER 
BROTHER. BYRON 
SHOUP

Aurora, 111., Jan. 14.—-Warren 
J. 
Lincoln, 
eccentric attorney

kinsman of Abraham Lincoln, 
who 
last 
nikrht 
confessed 
he 
killed his wife and burned the 
body with that of Byron Shoup, 
her brother, was cross-examined 
today in the belief that he also 
killed Shoup. 
Although Lincoln Insisted Ills wife 
killed Shoup, police suid they believ­ 
ed he murdered them both. 


Lincoln 
was retu rned here from 
Chicago where he had been employed 
under an assumed nnme since last 
October. 
It was the second time the 
man had disappeared from 
Aurora 
cilice he killed his wife on J a n u a ry 
10, 1923. 


When Lincoln vanished last April 
he left "evidences" behind which In 
dtcatad he had been murdered. Blood 
stains, a broken window and un In 
dian club and disarranged furniture 
lead police to believe the mull had 
been slain and his body secreted. His 
wife and b ro ther-in-luw. whom he 
said had run away, were suspected 
of the killing. 
Lincoln showed up two 
month 
biter, however, and gave police the 
story of his wanderings. 
He accused 
his w’ife and Bhoup of abducting him 
and holding him prisoner. The story, 
police said, seemed doubtful and this 
was the first time that they suspect 
cd hint of the double murder. 
They 
had no evidence and were not even 
certain that Lincoln's wife and her 
brother were dead. 
From this point on. however, po 
lice said Lincoln walked directly In­ 
to the trap laid for him which finally 
resulted in his confession. 
Authorities will attempt to have 
Lincoln re enact the 
killing 
and 
hope to extract from him a confes­ 
sion that he also killed Shoup. 
The whole affair was caused by 
the discovery th a t Mrs. Lincoln was 
"(h e a tin g ." Lincoln stated and her 
subsequent efforts to poison him. 
"I found my wife was (heating, 
with a man who drove a red road­ 
ster." Lincoln s confession stated in 
part. 
"Shoup and myself found him at 
the house one day and he fled as we 
came in. 
Then she tried to poison 
me. 
My coffee tasted strange .” 
On the night of the tragedy, L in­ 
coln said he found poison in his cof­ 
fee and called Slump's attention to 
it. 
"W e all got to quarreling," he said 
"L in a flew Into a fit of an g er and 
ran into the bedroom. 
There was a 
loaded revolver under the mattress. 
When she came out she had it in her 
hands. 
Her eyes were blazing 
She 
fired three times at Byron, each shot 
striking him In the head. 
Byron 
dropped over. 
I jumped 
up and 
grabbed a poker, then grabbed her 
gun. struck her with if over the left 
ear. 
She laid still. 
I was th u n d e r ­ 
struck and I knew she was dead. 
"I took Byron to the bedroom and 
sawed off his arms and legs with a 
hark saw. 
Then I took the body out 
to the green house and burned it in 
the big holler. 
Then I went ba( k 
into the house and took my wife’s 
body into the bedroom and also dis­ 
membered it and took it to the green 
house and burned it." 
Lincoln's first disappearance 
re­ 
sulted in a state-w ide search for his 
wife and brother-in-law, his suppos­ 
ed murderers. 
A bloody Indian club, blood stain­ 
ed night clothes and evidences of a 
struggle, lead authorities to believe 
he had been slain and his body buri­ 
ed.

Brain­ 
erd postal employes have individually expressed themselves as in 
favor of a new wage scale.
